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PREFACE. 



Som yem ago tbt fonidiMiiUm Bwtitatioo printed • nnall voeftb> 
Vthrj of the Chinook Jargon^ fimidied by Dr. B. R. Mitchell, d the 

XT. S. Navy, and prepared, as wc afterwards learned, by Mr. Lionnct, a 
Catholic priest, for bis own use while studying the languajije at Clii- 
nook PoiDt. It was suhmitted by the Institution, for revigion and 
prepintion for fhe press, to fhe late FrofeaMir W. W. Turner. At* 
though it received the critical examinatioD of that distiagoished 
philologist, and was of use in directing att^'Ution to the language, it 
was deficient in the number of words in use, contained many which 
did not properly belong to the Jargon, and did not give the sources 
from which fhe wofds were derired. 

Mr. Hale had previously given a vocabolaiy and aceoont of lliie 
Jargon in bis " Ethnography of the United States Exploring Expedi- 
tion," which was noticed by Mr. Gallatin in tho Transactions of the 
AmericaD Ethnological Society, vol. ii. lie, hov, ever, fell into some 
mm in hii dniivalMKi of d» words, chief y from ignoring the CbibA- 
lii etement of the Jaigon, and the nnmher of words given by him 
MOOnnted only to about two hundred and fifty. 

A copy of Mr. Lionnei's vocabulary having b^cn sent to mc, with 
» request to make such corrections as it might require, I concluded 
Dot merely to collate (he words contained in this and other printed 
and mannaeripl voeabniarie^ but to aseertein, so fisr as possible^ the 
languages which had contributed to it» with the original Indian words. 
This had become the more important, as its extended use by different 
tribes bad led to ethnological errors in tiio classing together of efmen- 
tially distinct familiesi. Dr. Scouler, whose vocabularies were among 
the cafliest baeea of comparison of the languages of the northwest 
«o«t| amnmed • number of word% which he found indiscriminntelj 



emplojcd hy the Nootkans of Vancouver I&iand^ the Chioooks of the 
Cotnmbii} «nd libe intennediate tnhn, to bdong alike to'tlmr Mvml 
kngoagw, and eihllnt anakgies between then aeeoidingly.* On 

this idea, among other points of fiincicd resemblance, lie founded bie 
familr of Nnotkn-rnhunbians. — OTie which has been adopted by Drs. 
PritcLard and Latham, md has caused very great misconception. 
Not only are tboee languages entirely dktbct, bnt tbe NoodEMi 
differ greatly in pbyaical and mental chanetorittiea from the latter. 
Tlic analogies between the Chinook and die other Bativo eontribn- 
tors to tlic Jargon arc given hereafter. ' 

The origin of this Jaigon, a conventional language similar to the 
lingoa Franca of fhe HetUtenanean, the Ncgro-Engltsb>Dntch of 
Snrinam, the I^geon Sngliah of Ghina* and several other mixed 
tongues, dates back to the fnr drn<:^uers of the last century. Those 
mariners whnse enterprise in the Httei't) years preceding 1 800, explored 
the intricacies of the northwest coast of America^ picked up at tlieir 
general rendearonb Nootka Gkmod, Tariooa mrtiva worda wM m 
havter, and thenoe tnoaplantod them, with addttiona from the Sng^ 
lish, to tlic shores of Oregon. Even before their day. the ooatting 
trade and warlike ex|icdition8 of the northern tribes, tliemwU-es n son- 
faring race, had opened up a partial ooderBtanding of each other's 
speech ; for when, in 1792, Vaneoavef • olBem visited Cray's Harbor, 
they found that the natives, tbongfa epeakiag a different langnage, 
nnderstood many words of the Nootka. 

On the firrivHl of Lewis and Clarke at the month of the Colimibia, 
in 1806, tliu new language, from the sentences given by them, had 
evidently attained some form. It was with the arrival of Astoria 
party, however, that the Jargon recdved ita prindpal impalse. 
Many more words of English were then bnmght in, and for the first 
time the French, or rnllit r the Canadian and Mi5<iouri patois of the 
French, was introduced. The principal seat of tbe company being at 
Astoria, not only a large addition of Chinook words was made, bat a 
eonsiderable number was taiken from the Chibalis, who iiQmodiate!f 
bordered that tribe on the north, — each owning a portiott of Shoal- 
water Bay. The ^\ords nd ipted from the several languages were, 
naturally enongh, those most easily uttered by all, except, of course, 
that objects new to the natives found their names in French or Eng- 
lish, and iueh modifications were made in proonnciatioB aa suited 
tongues accnstomed to different sounds. Thus the gnttnials of the

IndiMii w«n loiftiiiied or dropped; and tbe/and r of the BaglMb iiid 
Frandb^ to tb«mii»pKMioaiiceabie, were Biodified into ji and h Qnm- 

matical fonns were reduced to tLcir simplest expression, and variations 
in mood and tense conveyed only by adverbs or by the context. 
The langoage cootiuued to receive additions, and assumed a more dis- 
tiool aad lattled meaiang, uadar tlie Noilliweil and Hndioti** Baj 
companiea, who svoeeaded Aatoi't party, as well aa through the 
American settlers in Orison. Its advanti^ was soon perceived by 
the Indians, and the Jargon became to some extent a means of com- 
munication between natives of ditierent speech, as well as between 
iJiem and the whitoa. It was even used as aiMh befcireea Americaos 
and CapadiaiM. It waa at fint moat in vogua upon the lower C(rfimi« 
bia and the Willamette, whence it spread to Pugct Sound, and with 
the extension of trade, loiind its way far up the coast, as well as the 
Columbia and Frascr rivers ; and there are now few tribes between 
the 4 2d and 57 th parallels of latitode in which there are not to be 
Ibond interpreteil thnm^ ita aiediiim. Ita prevalenoe and eaay ao- 
qttintion, while of vast conv^enoe to ttmders and settlers, haa ttfided 
greatly to hinder the acquirement of the ori^nal Indian langoa^s; 
so much so, that except by a few missionaries and nionocrs, hardly 
one of them is spoken or understood by white mun m all Oregon 
and Washiugton Territory. NotwithitaAding ita apparent fomsety 
IQ mmiber of wofda, and the absence of giammatical forms, it pos- 
aesscs much more flexibility and power of expression than might 
be imagined, and reaUy serves almost every purpose of ordioaiy ia- 
tercourae. 

ORie rnmber of worda cooatitiitnig the Jargon proper haa been van* 
onaly stated. Many ibrmerly employed bare become io great ineaa* 

ore obsolete, while othcTB have been locally introduced. Thus, at 
the Dalles of the Columbia, various terms are common Avhich would 
not be intelligible at Astoria or on Pnget Sound. In making the fbl- 
lowhig adeetioa, I have indnded all tboae vhidi, <» zefbrence to e 
nember of Tocabnlariefl, I have fomd onrrent at any of these p3aee% 
rejecting, on the other hand, such as individuals, partially acquainted 
with the native lanjpiages, have employed for their own convenienoe. 
The total nomber falls a little short of live hundred words.

.1 had no opportunity i£ ori^nal investigation into the Nootka 
ptoper* bat from the few words in different published vocabolariefl, 
and from some imperfect manuscript ones in my possession of the 
Tokwaht, Nittinat^ and Makah dialects, have ascertained the nambcr 
above given. Some of tfie vnaflcertaiDed woids prtbably dao belong 
to that language. Neither was I able to collate the Wasco or Kal»* 
puya, but have assigned them on the opinion of others. The former, 
also called Cathlasco, the dialect of the Dalles Indians, is a rorriip*pd 
form of the Watlala or Upper Chinook. With the Chihaiis, Yai^ama, 
and Klikatat, and the Kisqually, I bad abondaat nieana of eompaiiaonf 

The introduction of the Cree and Chippeway words is of course doa 
to llie Canadians. None have been derived from the Spanish, as 
their intercourse with the Nootka and MaLih Indians was too short 
to leave au impression. Spanish words, especially those rdating to 
honea or nnlea and their aqnipmenta, have of late oone into general 
nM in Oregon, owing to intercourse with Odilbmia, bat they form no 
part of the Jargon. It mi^ht have been expected from the number 
of Sandwich Islauders mtroduce<l by the Ilii ison's Bay rompnny, and 
long resident in the country, that the iiaaaka eicmcni would have 
foand ita way into tiio language, but thefar nttenmee b to foro^ to 
the Indian ear, that not a word has been adopted. 

In the nouns derived from the French, the definite article le, la, has 
almost in every instance been incorporated into the word, and the 
same has in one or two instancee been prefixed to nouns not of Frencb 
origin. Beiidea tiia woida eraatod by diraet oooDatopoBia, ibera nm 
quite a nnmber wbioh am really bdian, bat bnva their in the 
similarity of sound to sense.

But of these, none marked with an asterisk belong to the Chinook 
or any of its dialects. Ihe greater part of tbem are undoabledljr 
KoodEni, Aoni^ ihm we errors in die ipdling and, in aome in- 
ittfMMi, in die aMtning. Of tbe mC, die Nootkan Ickaak and the 
OiilUtok trtsuk alone presents an analogy. Klahowiah does not m«ui 

now," nor do I believe it is N<K)tkan, in any sense. It is, as ex- 
plained in tbe dictionary, tlie Chinook salutation, "How do yon," 

Good-bye," and ia anppoaed to be derifed from tbe word for poor, 
mtMtnUt* Mu€hmtt» b not Cblnoolc, and ia pn>babl7*&ot Nootkan. 
With the exception of Francherc, whose sliort TncMbnlary was pub- 
lished by Mr. Gallatin, and Mr. Dale, all the Tvrit<»r* mentioned by 
Ladwig who have given specimens of tbe Chinook language, have 
presented it in ita Jargon form, more or leas miied with tbe neigh- 
boring ones, and trith ootmptioiis of F^cb and Englidi wnds. Mr. 
Swan, among others, has been led into this error. The place of bis 
residence. ShoaKvatcr Bay, is common gronnd of the Chinook and 
Cbihaiis Indians, and the d(^raUed remnants of the two tribes are 
closely intermarried, and use both languages almost indifferently.

The Cbtaop (Kl&taop) is merely a dialeet of the Chinook (Tcht> 

niik); the Cowlitz (KAuaHtak), Kwantlen, Chihalis (Tsihelis), and 

Nisquaily (N'skwiii^, aro srviinllv Inn<:;"ages belonging to the 
S^lish family. The Yakama and ivhkatat are dialects of one of tUt 
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Sahaptin laugaagcs; and the Tokwaht (Tokwat\ Nitiinat, and Makah 
(Maka), qnoted in the dictionan,-, nro dialects of the Nootka (Niitka), 
of which Uif UaiUzuk or IJclbi lhi (variously spelled Ilaccltzuk and 
iiailtsa) is probably the northern type. It thus appears that, with 
two or three exoeptMNH» the aoalogim of the Chinook, as contatoed 
in tbn Tocabulaiy, are to be sought in tlic immediately adjoining 
tonguc^ or tliose of Inngtinges helunging lo the same families with 
them; that these aiialn-ics, with perhaps one or two exceptions, can 
by DO means be coDKidered radical, and that their corrcspondeDce, oi 
ntber adoption, is eaaily aceonnted for by neighborhood and habita 
of intennarriage. A much more remai^able coincidence is the iuA 
that two \Tords included in this Jargon, -one from the Nootkan, viz^' 
Mawikh, a doer, \ cnisou ; and the other Chinook, Jfooluk, an elk, — 
an also to be found in the Kowiith, the language of Humboldt 
Btijt in CSalifbcnia. As Uiia bay was firat discovered in the winter 
of 1849-50, the woida ooold not have been introdncod bj the fiir 
trappers. 

With regard to the form into which this dictionary has been 
thrown, ma expluiation is necessary. The Jargon must in some 
degree be regarded as a written Unguagc, the orthography of whidi 
is Baglish. In Mr. ]BUe*a vocabnlaiy alone has one more scientifie 
been attempted, and of several other printed, and numerous manu- 
script dictionaries in circulation, M. Lionnet's alone, that I have met 
with, is according to the French. Although no fixed system of spell- 
ing exista nmoog them, I have theiefim deemed it best to preserve 
for the Jaigon words that which most distinctly reprasoila the com* 
raon English pronanciation ; while for the Indian derivatioiis, I havo 
adopted that recommended by the Smithsonian Institution in collect- 
ing Indian vocabularies, usiug the Italian ^unds of the vowcia, and 
repiesehluig the gattuval of tibe Gemian icL by kU. TUa seema^ the 
more proper, as the work wonld thereby be rendered of praetical ose; 
independent of what philological value it may possess.
